Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 07/28/10, with respect to claim 3 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 3 has been 
withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Objection to claim 3 has been removed in response to Applicant's Amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 and 3-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claims 1 and 4-1 3: the statement of reasons for allowance is disclosed in 
the previous Office Action (04/29/10); 

• Claims 3 and 14: The cited prior art do not teach or suggest a safety 
device for an elevator comprising "an electromagnetic actuator configured 
to move the connecting member in a first direction to pivot the pivot levers 
in a braking direction to bring the braking members into contact with the 
guide rail and to move the connecting member in a second direction to 
pivot the pivot levers in a releasing direction to bring the braking members 
out of contact with the guide rail", " the connecting portions of the 
connecting member with the pivot levers are arranged on different sides 
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with respect to a plane containing axes of tlie pivot shafts", and "the 
connecting member extends in opposite directions from the 
electromagnetic actuator and the electromagnetic actuator causes the 
connecting member to undergo reciprocating displacement along a 
straight line connecting between the connecting portions." The 
combinations of the claimed limitations in the independent claim 3 is not 
anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's 
opinion.
